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The organization of I VO in Gerrany differs from that in the USSR. 

In the USSR, PVO is : separate and distinct organization and 
covers specific ares i or regions. In Germany however, PVO is 
a function of the Au\ units o'-rar.ic to the ground units stationed 
in Germany. The prhnary mission of PVO in Germany is the defense 
from air attack of -he organisation to which the AAA units were 
assigned. 

I wish to emphasis that the Soviet Zone of Germany is not 
considered an are; of respot ability of the PVO in the USoR. The 
AAA units in Geri.uny are no-, stationary and are assigned to pro- 
tect specific' arms or regions of the Zone. These AAA units are 
assigned to spe.'.fic field units, receive all their orders and 
instructions fr<m their respective commanders rather than from a 
centralized PVO Headquarters, and move with their assigned 
organizations tf fording them protection at all times. /Reference 
ls^made to Er.nosure (A) of this report, a chart, of the organization 
of PVO in Ge.aiany. Source stated that the AAA units shown on 
the chart e/ organic to ground organizations were actually con- 
sidered, J.' the overall picture, as units of PVO. The other 
ground ur.-ms on the chart were only to shew subordination.
